Sitting in the LRC Cafe 
recently, an ongoing problem 
was brought directly to my 
attention: slut shaming.

Ina culture that holds 
women to an impossible double 
standard, all too comfortably 
accepts sexual abuse and rape, 
as well as holds a mindset 
of victim blaming, we should 
analyze and consider what is 
really being said when we use 
and accept the word “slut.”

In our society, a woman is 
supposed to be a pure innocent 
virgin, while at the same time, 
not being too much of a prude, 
while also making sure she is 
not a “tease.”

In fact, according to Finally, 
A Feminism 101 Blog, in the

Awoman’s clothing can 
determine the amount of 
respect given, as well.

Mariah Carey's “___ Be There“ 
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Book Review: 


Througw the Eyes of One of the Heroey 
that KWled Osama Biw Ladew

The raid that occurred on 
Osama Bin Laden’s compound 
in Abbottabad, Pakistan during 
Operation Neptune Spear has be- 
come one of the most significant 
military operations in the history of 
the United States. In the late hours 
of May 2, 2011 millions cheered 
and celebrated over the death 
of the head of the jihadist group 
known as al-Qaeda. Many reports 
surfaced after the notorious ter- 
rorist was killed and some stories 
were stranger than the last. When 
the CIA and the government want 
something kept secret than they 
will keep it secret. 

Some things may leak and 
people will put these fragments of 
the story together in order to cre- 
ate something that they believe to 
be the truth, but unfortunately if 
someone were not there, and they 
were just watching the whole thing 
from a television or computer than 
chances are they have created a tale 
of fiction and turned it into what 
they believe to be the truth. 

Luckily for us, the first primary 
source on Operation Neptune Spear 
was finally released on September 
4. With the book, No Easy Day: 
The Firsthand Account of the Mis- 
sion that Killed Osama Bin Laden, 
we not only get a glimpse of the 
mission that took out the famed 
Laden himself, but we also get an 
in-depth perspective into the life of 
a real Navy Seal. 

The primary author, Mark 
Owen, is actually a pseudonym 
he uses to protect himself and his 
family. As a matter of fact he also 
just did an interview with 60 Min- 
utes where he had a make-up team 
completely alter his face while 
having his voice distorted, so one 
can see how seriously he takes an- 
onymity when it comes to himself 
or his other friends involved in the 
mission. 


If people can recall the contro- 
versy this book started when it was 
about to be published then they 
will remember that the controversy 
was based around Owens’ failure 
to send the book to the Pentagon 
before it was published to make 
sure no secrets or sensitive infor- 
mation was leaked. As a matter of 
fact Defense Secretary Leon Pa- 
netta is now suggesting that Owens 
could be penalized for not seeking 
military or government approval 
before publishing this book. 

Nonetheless in the Author’s 
note Owens claims that he has 
changed the names of all of the 
people he mentions in order to 
protect their identities’ and also 
that he and co-author Kevin Mau- 
rer took necessary steps in the 
writing of the book to make sure 
that sensitive information was 
not leaked. Owens claims that he 
merely wanted to.publish it just to 
set the record straight about what 
happened at the compound in Ab- 
botabad that night and he does a 
brilliant job at doing so. 

The book itself runs about 300 
pages, but is written in such a fine 
and captivating manner you might 
feel like it is shorter. The authors 
are able to give all of the character 
enough depth to develop a strong 
connection between the readers 
and the characters. Once you pick 
up this book you will not want to 
put it down and it is no wonder that 
it just recently bumped off Fifty 
Shades of Gray for the top spot on 
the best seller list after having sold 
over a million copies (not includ- 
ing digital copies) in its first week 
of sales. In fact the demand for the 
book was so high from the presales 
that the book’s publishing com- 
pany, Dutton, decided to release 
the book a week earlier on Septem- 
ber 4 instead of September 11. 


If readers are interested in read- 


ing about the life of a Navy Seal 
who was part of the elite Seal 
Team Six (DEVGRU) and who 
took part in missions like the one 
that saved the kidnapped Captain 
Phillips or like the mission that 
took out Osama Bin Laden then 
this is a must read. The book itself 
is written brilliantly and captivates 
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the reader on every page. As for 
the book collectors out there this 
is also a must buy; the controversy — 
surrounding the book, the first 
primary source on the killing of 
Osama Bin Laden, and the popu- 
larity of the book will make this 
first edition worth a decent amount 
of money someday.

For most of her life 
Robin lived with Crohn’s dis- 
ease, also known as regional 
enteritis, which is a type of 
inflammatory bowel disease 
that may affect any part of the 
gastrointestinal tract. Despite 
her illness, she stayed strong, 
enjoying watching Boston Bru-. 
ins games, listening to Eric 
Clapton and hanging out at the 
beach. Robin will always be re- 
membered for her smile and the 
fact that she was always willing 
to lend a hand to a person who 
needed it. 


Since 2004, a charity golf 


tournament has been held an- 


nually in Robin’s honor to keep 
her memory alive and to fulfill 
her wish of helping children bat- 
tling Crohn’s Disease and Coli- 
tis. Proceeds from this event 
are donated to the Crohn’s and 
Colitis Foundation of America 
(CCFA) camps across America 
as well as kids programs. Since 
its inception, the event has 
raised over $900,000 benefiting 
the CCFA.
